Over the past week, the 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) 
moved several northern 
Michigan counties from 
“moderate” to “substan- 
tial” and “high” levels on 
the CDC’s Level of Com- 
munity Transmission 
Tracker Map, and issued 
changes in their recom- 
mendations for protective 
measures. 

Cases, hospitalizations, 
and deaths are increasing 
across the United States 
and region, largely fueled 
by the Delta variant 
which is much more con- 
tagious than past versions 
of the virus.

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Health officials recommend ‘back to basics’ as COVID-19 cases continue to rise 


Basic public health preven- 
tion practices, such as keep- 
ing a distance from others, 
regular handwashing or sani- 
tizing, testing, contact trac- 
ing, and wearing a mask, 
remain just as important now 
as before the vaccine was 
readily available to anyone 12 
and older. 

“What we are seeing is typ- 
ical disease behavior. Every 
new case reported is an op- 
portunity for the virus to mu- 
tate,” said Dr. Meyerson, 
Medical Director with the 
Health Department of North- 
west Michigan. “With 62.8% 
of residents in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet and Ot- 
sego counties residents 12 
and older with one dose, we 
are making good progress but 
still have many people in our 
community that are still sus- 
ceptible. As a result, the virus 
continues to spread and 
cause illness,” he added. 

Health officials feel it is 
currently necessary to focus 
on the following to prevent 
further spread of COVID-19 


in our communities: 

Get vaccinated if 12 years 
or older. Vaccination is our 
biggest tool and protective 
measure against the virus. 

The vaccines are highly ef- 
fective at preventing severe 
disease. The majority of hos- 
pitalizations and deaths 
occur in unvaccinated indi- 
viduals. 

Breakthrough infections 
occur when a fully vacci- 
nated person tests positive for 
COVID-19. Breakthrough dis- 
ease occurs when a fully vac- 
cinated person experiences 
symptoms of COVID-19 dis- 
ease. Exact rates of break- 
through infection and disease 
are unknown as data was not 
being collected until recently 
when recommendations 
changed for vaccinated indi- 
viduals exposed to a positive 
case. 

Most new cases in the U.S. 
are among unvaccinated indi- 
viduals. 

Wear a mask indoors, 
whether vaccinated or unvac- 
cinated, especially in areas 


where transmission is sub- 
stantial or high. 

Get tested. After notifica- 
tion of exposure, whether 
fully vaccinated or unvacci- 
nated, individuals should get 
tested. You should stay away 
from others pending test re- 
sults and follow the advice of 
your health care provider or 
a public health professional. 
To locate a testing site, click 
here. 

Asymptomatic fully vacci- 
nated individuals: Get tested 
3-5 days following known ex- 
posure to someone with sus- 
pected or confirmed 
COVID-19. Wear a mask in 
public indoor settings for 14 
days or until they receive a 
negative test result. 

During the month of July 
cases reported were double 
that of June in the health de- 
partment’s four-county juris- 
diction of Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and Ot- 
sego counties. Of the July 
cases reported, 82.4% were 
unvaccinated or did not re- 
port vaccination status. 


The health department of- 
fers convenient COVID-19 
vaccination clinics for all 
area residents and visitors 12 
and older either by appoint- 
ment ahead of time or simply 
walking in. Parent consent is 
required for minors. Anyone 
may call 800-432-4121 if they 
have questions or are not able 
to find a time or date that 
works for them and/or their 
child.

Additional emergency food assistance 
benefits related to pandemic 


All Michigan families who 
are eligible for food assis- 
tance benefits are receiving 
an additional monthly pay- 
ment in August in response 
to the COVID-19 pandemic, 
the Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS) announced today. 

More than 1.25 million peo- 
ple in close to 700,000 Michi- 
gan households will benefit. 

“As we continue our eco- 
nomic jumpstart, we must 
ensure that every Michigan 
family can put food on the 
table,” Gov. Whitmer said. 
“My administration, 
MDHHS, and other partners 
have worked to ensure that 
nobody went hungry in the 
middle of a global pandemic. 
It is essential for us to con-

Voters in Norwood Town- 
ship also agreed to contribute 
to the authority’s funding (at 
the same 1.5 mill rate) but offi- 
cials there chose to structure 
the millage proposal inde- 
pendently from neighboring 
communities. Norwood Town- 
ship approved the millage 
with more than 80% of the 
vote.

Eligible clients will see ad- 
ditional food assistance bene- 
fits on their Bridge Card from 
Aug. 7-13. Additional benefits 
will be loaded onto Bridge 
Cards as a separate payment 
from the assistance that is 
provided earlier in the 
month. 

“MDHHS is pleased to be 
able to continue to help fami- 
lies affected by the pandemic 
put food on the table,” said 
MDHHS Director Elizabeth 
Hertel. “We will continue 
working hard to provide 
Michigan residents who are 
in need with easy access to 


benefits.” 

Some Michiganders began 
receiving additional food as- 
sistance in April 2020 after 
the beginning of the pan- 
demic that started the month 
before. In May 2021, all eligi- 
ble households began getting 
extra monthly benefits. Fed- 
eral approval is necessary 
every month. 

All households eligible for 
SNAP receive an increase of 
at least $95 monthly, even if 
they are already receiving the 
maximum payment or are 
close to that amount. House- 
holds that received over $95 
to bring them to the maxi- 
mum payment for their 
group size will continue to re- 
ceive that larger amount. 

Below are the maximum al- 


lowable benefits for SNAP 
customers based on their re- 
spective household size: 

¢ One Person: $234 

¢ Two Persons: $430 

¢ Three Persons: $616 

¢ Four Persons: $782 

¢ Five Persons: $929 

¢ Six Persons: $1,114 

¢ Seven Persons: $1,232 

¢ Eight Persons: $1,408 

The federal government is 
providing additional funding 
to states for food assistance 
under House Resolution 6201, 
the Families First Coron- 
avirus Response Act. 

Eligible families do not 
need to re-apply to receive the 
additional benefits. People

MDHHS issues updated COVID-19 school 
fo help keep kids and educators healthy 


The Michigan Department 


of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) issued up- 
dated recommendations for 


schools designed to help pre- 
vent transmission of COVID- 


19 within school buildings, 


reduce disruptions to in-per- 


son learning and help pro- 
tect vulnerable individuals 
and individuals who are not 
fully vaccinated. 

The guidance has been up- 
dated to reflect the most cur- 
rent recommendations by 
the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) 
on masking and prevention 
strategies to help operate 
schools more safely. It in- 
cludes guidance on assessing 
risk levels when making de- 
cisions about implementing 
layered prevention strate- 
gies against COVID-19. 

“We are committed to en- 
suring Michigan students 
and educators are safe in the 
classroom, including those 
who may not yet be vacci- 
nated,” said Dr. Joneigh 
Khaldun, chief medical ex- 
ecutive and chief deputy for 
health at MDHHS. “MDHHS 
is issuing this guidance to 
help protect Michiganders 
of all ages. We continue to 
urge all eligible residents to 
get the safe and effective 
COVID-19 vaccine as soon as 
possible as it is our best de- 


fense against the virus and 
the way we are going to end 
this pandemic.” 

“Our students and staff 
need to be in schools as 
much as possible this year,” 
said State Superintendent 
Dr. Michael Rice. “Following 
the informed guidance from 
national and state health ex- 
perts will help keep our stu- 
dents and staff healthy and 
help maximize student 
learning.” 

Prevention Strategies - 
The most effective way to 
prevent transmission within 
school buildings, reduce dis- 
ruptions to in-person learn- 
ing and help protect people 
who are not fully vaccinated 
is to layer multiple preven- 
tion strategies recom- 
mended by CDC. All 
prevention strategies pro- 
vide some level of protec- 
tion, and layered strategies 
implemented at the same 
time provide the greatest 
level of protection. 


The key strategies recom- 
mended by the CDC to keep 
schools safer are as follows: 

1. Promoting vaccination 
against COVID-19 for eligible 
staff and students. Vaccina- 
tion has proven incredibly 
effective as the leading pub- 
lic health prevention strat- 
gy.

2. Consistent and correct 
mask use 

- CDC recommends uni- 
versal indoor masking for all 
educators, staff, students 
and visitors to schools, re- 
gardless of vaccination sta- 
tus. 

- CDC has recommenda- 
tions for proper use of 
masks. 

- CDC’s order requires all 
persons — regardless of vac- 
cination status — wear masks 
on public transportation, in- 
cluding school buses. 

3. Physical distancing CDC 
recommends schools main- 
tain at least three feet of 
physical distance between 
students within classrooms, 
combined with indoor mask 
wearing by students, teach- 
ers and staff, regardless of 
vaccination status. When it 
is not possible to maintain a 
three-foot physical distance, 
it is especially important to 
layer multiple other preven- 
tion strategies, such as in- 
door masking, screening 
testing, cohorting, and im- 
proved ventilation to help re- 
duce transmission risk. 

4. Screening testing identi- 
fies infected people, includ- 
ing those without symptoms 
who may be contagious, so 
that measures can be taken 
to prevent further transmis- 
sion or outbreaks. 


5. Ventilation 

- Improving ventilation by 
opening multiple doors and 
windows, using child-safe 
fans to increase the effective- 
ness of open windows and 
making changes to the 
HVAC or air filtration sys- 
tems. 

- Avoiding crowded and/or 
poorly ventilated indoor ac- 
tivities (e.g., engaging in out- 
door activities when 
possible). 

- Open or crack windows 
in buses and other forms of 
transportation to improve 
air circulation, if doing so 
does not pose a safety risk. 

6. Handwashing and respi- 
ratory etiquette: Promoting 
handwashing and covering 
coughs and sneezes. 

7. Staying home when sick 
and getting tested 

- Encouraging students 
and staff to stay home if sick 
or having COVID-19 symp- 
toms. 

- Encouraging students 
and staff, regardless of vac- 
cination status, to get tested 
for COVID-19 if having 
symptoms or if they area 
close contact of someone 
who has COVID-19.

Be safe on the water 
this summer 


When swimming or boating in 
any body of water, make safety 
your first priority. Never swim 
alone, always keep close watch 
over children and bring U.S. 
Coast Guard-approved life jack- 
ets, especially for new and inex- 
perienced swimmers. 

Many, but not all, state parks 
on the Great Lakes offer desig- 
nated swimming areas that are 
identified by buoys or buoys and 
markers, a beach flag warning 
system and water depth less 
than 5 feet at the time of instal- 
lation. You also may find other 
designated swim areas in places 
other than state parks. 

Visit Michigan.gov/Beach- 
Safety for more on warning 
flags, types of currents and 
other safety information. Where 
beach flag warning systems are 
available, check the flag upon 
arrival and monitor it through- 
out the day because conditions 
can change rapidly. 

Green flag = Go. Enter the 
water but stay aware of chang- 
ing conditions. 

Yellow flag = Caution. Watch 
for dangerous currents and high 
waves. 

Red flag = Stop. Stay on the 
beach; do not enter the water 
and do not swim. 

When boating, have life jack- 
ets available for everyone 
aboard, leave a float plan with 
someone on shore, stay alert 
and carry a cellphone or marine 
radio. That goes for those on 
personal watercraft like Jet Skis 
and paddle boards, too. The

DNR Fishing Tip 


We bring you this oldie, but 
goodie fishing tip from 2014. 
Courtesy of Suzanne Stone, the 
Program Support Section man- 
ager out of Lansing. 

As Michigan’s inland lakes 
warm up in mid to late summer, 
knowledge of a water body’s 
temperature stratification be- 
comes helpful for fishing. Sea- 
sonal temperature influences in 
lakes form different zones, and 
as a result, different tempera- 
ture ranges and oxygen levels 
are associated with these layers. 
Knowledge of these layers or 
zones can lead to increased an- 
gling success. 

The warm surface zone is 
called the epilimnion and has an 
abundance of oxygen. The bot- 
tom zone is called the hy- 
polimnion and is typically cold 
and depleted of oxygen. The 
middle zone is the thermocline 
and the point at which warm 
oxygen rich top water is sepa- 
rated from the cold, oxygen de- 
pleted water below. The 
thermocline may prove to bea 
great depth at which to fish due 
to the abundance of oxygen and 
temperature found “in between” 
very warm and very cold. This 
ideal zone in most Michigan in- 
land lakes typically will be be- 
tween 10 to 30 feet, depending on 
lake size and depth. Just like us 
humans, fish need oxygen to 
breath and many don’t particu- 
larly like to be too warm or too 
cold. 

If fishing in shallow water 
bodies, look for shaded areas 
provided by large floating vege- 
tation, overhanging vegetation, 
submerged logs, or other woody 
debris which provides water 
that is a little cooler and cover, 
where many fish species prefer 
to spend their time. Also don’t 
forget to try fishing at night dur- 
ing the summer “doldrums” 
when water temperatures reach 
seasonal highs. Many fish 
species become active at night 
with relief from the daytime sun 
and heat. 


The Terrific 12 
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Fly Fishing Patterns

In preparation for a sa- 
cred day in the lives of 
many Michigan the 
trout season opener on 
April 24", I solicited 
input from several fly 
fishing experts to come 
up with the “Terrific 12” 
fly patterns that no re- 
spectable angler should 
be without. Of course, 
that’s no small task con- 
sidering there are now 
thousands of creative 
dry fly, streamer, and 
nymph patterns crafted 
by folks all over the 
globe. Here’s the Top 12, 
featuring six dry flies, 
five streamers, and one 
nymph: 


Adam’s Parachute: 
This is a catch-all, 
mayfly imitating dry 
fly. Gates Au Sable 
Lodge (989-348-8462) 
owner, Josh Green- 
berg, said, “This isa 
great morning and 
daytime dry fly 
throughout much of 
the season.” 


Rusty’s White Knot: 
A large mayfly imita- 
tion that is the product 
of the vise-artistry of 
the late, great Rusty 
Gates. Greenberg ex- 
plained, “This is a fa- 
vorite dry fly pattern 
for large trout. It’s 
June, it’s 7 pm, this is 
what I’m fishing 
with!” 


Bear’s Iso / Slate 
Drake Pattern: You 
should never be with- 
out [sonychia sp. dry 
fly patterns because 
these mayflies often 
hatch for extended pe- 
riods. Brian Kozmin- 
ski, the highly-skilled 
owner of True North 
Trout guide service 
(231-675-1237) added, “A 
close second is Dave’s 
Oh-So Iso.” 


Patriot Fly in Pur- 
ple: Kozminski 
smiled, “These dry 
flies are in the cate- 
gory of not replicating 
a certain insect per se, 
but curious trout will 
inhale them without 
inquiry.” Greenberg 
added, “I especially 
like the Patriot in pur- 
ple at all times of the 
day in May. 


Robert’s Yellow

Lynch’s Drunk & 
Disorderly Streamer: 
If nothing else, it takes 
the cake for catchiest 
name! Winchester 
said, “It’s easily one of 
the most responsive 
articulated streamers 
available, especially in 
burnt orange color!” 


Whitlock Muddler: 
Another very popular 
streamer fly crafted to 
resemble a riverine 
fish called a sculpin. 
These big-headed, bug- 
eyed bottom-dwellers 
are an absolute deli- 
cacy for large brown 
trout, in particular. 


Cone-Head Woolley 
Bugger: This diving 
streamer is excellent 
for all three riverine 
species of trout - 
brown trout, brook 
trout, and rainbow 
trout — as well as 
smallmouth bass and 
stream dwelling wall- 
eye. The cone-head 
gives them extra 
weight and shine com- 
pared to the bead-head 
offering. I’ve taken 
trout most often with 
Buggers sporting 
black and olive hues. 


Bead-Head Pheasant 
Tail: This quintessen- 
tial nymph pattern has 
plenty of sink and 
flash and can be used 
all season to entice 
trout feeding beneath 
the surface. 


I’m sugesting a baker’s 
dozen and adding one 
more fly to the list. That 


would be the Dave’s Hop- 
per. This is a winning 
choice when late sum- 
mer trout food consists 
largely of land dwelling 
“terrestrial” insects that 
have been blown into the 
water. I’ve caught boda- 
cious brook trout, broad- 
shouldered brown trout, 
and rascally rainbow 
trout using a Dave’s Hop- 
per on streams all over 
mid-and northern Michi- 
gan! 

A stream mid-Michi- 
ganders might meander 
to is the Cedar River. It’s 
one of the Mitten State’s 
most southern trout 
streams and runs 
through Gladwin 
County. 

Bo Brines, owner of 
the well-equipped Little 
Forks Outfitters in Mid- 
land (989-832-4100) said, 
“The Cedar is a beauti- 
ful, small stream with 
good trout fishing in cer- 
tain sections. It has 
three branches and is 
colder the further north 
you go.” Brines shared 
that the Rifle and To- 
bacco Rivers are also 
good trout waters that 
are an easy day-trip 
from Midland. 

John VanDalen, a 
founding father of the 
Leon P. Murtuch Chap- 
ter of Trout Unlimited, 
has extensive knowledge 
of the Cedar River. He 
explained, “I’ve been 
fishing the Cedar for 
over four decades now 
and the greatest thing 
about it is that I can get 
there in 45 minutes to 
fish the evening hatches. 
And there are plenty of 
bugs on the river.” He 
continued, “Another 
amazing thing about 
most stretches of the 
Cedar is that you rarely 
encounter another an- 
gler!” 

VanDalen added, 
“Most stretches of the 
Cedar are brown trout 
water and the West 
Branch has the best 
trout population. If you 
hit the headwaters you 
can also catch some nice 
brook trout!” 

Hopefully, this list of 
the 12 + 1 essential fly 
patterns will be helpful 
to both beginning an- 
glers as well as to sea- 
soned piscatorial 
pursuers!

Family Support subsidy eases challenges 


Did you know that Michi- 
gan has a program to help 
families who care for their 
children with severe disabili- 
ties at home? 

Many children with severe 
impairments may not be able 
to eat, walk, dress, or talk 
without difficulty. They often 
have both mental and physi- 
cal impairments and need 
round-the-clock care anda 
lifetime of support. Families 
that include children with se- 
vere disabilities can have 
many expenses other fami- 
lies do not have. 

The Family Support Sub- 
sidy Act (Public Act 249 of 
1983) was passed by the 
Michigan legislature to shift 
resources and services to- 
ward supporting children 
with severe disabilities to live 
with their families and not in 
out-of-home placements. 

The Family Support Sub- 
sidy (FSS) Program can pay 
for special expenses the fam- 
ily has while caring for their

child with severe disabilities. 

Unfortunately, many peo- 
ple who are eligible for the 
program are not aware of the 
program, according to Susan 
Clingan, who is the Family 
Support Subsidy Program co- 
ordinator, and Office Man- 
ager for North Country 
Community Mental Health in 
Antrim County.

Analysis of Behavioral 
Health Crisis Services 


Findings and recommen- 
dations of an in-depth assess- 
ment of mental health crisis 
services in northern Michi- 
gan will be presented to the 
public during a virtual com- 
munity stakeholder meeting 
on Friday, August 20, from 
10:00 a.m. to 11:00 a.m. 

The community stake- 
holder meeting will include a 
forty-minute presentation by 
Travis Atkinson, Director of 
Clinical and Crisis Services, 
of TBD Solutions, which con- 
ducted the assessment from 
December 2020 through June 
2021 on behalf of North 
Country Community Mental 
Health Authority (NCCMHA) 
and Northern Lakes Commu- 
nity Mental Health Authority 
(NLCMHA), in partnership 
with Munson Healthcare and 
McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan. 

There will be about twenty 
minutes for community 
members to ask questions. 
Community members are en- 
couraged to send questions 
in advance by emailing Ima- 
nary@norcocmh.org by Au- 
gust 15. 

As part of the assessment, 
650 citizens and stakeholders 
in 12 northern Michigan 
counties completed surveys 
sharing their perspectives, 
beliefs, and experiences with 
behavioral health crisis serv- 
ices. In addition, 50 individu- 
als participated in three 
focus groups, six stakeholder 
meetings were held, and over 
1,500 data elements were col- 
lected and analyzed. 

The purpose of the in- 
depth assessment is to build 
and deliver a continuum of 
crisis services for people 
with mental health and sub- 
stance use disorders. 

“There was great commu- 
nity support in participating 
in the survey and input ses- 
sions involved with this 


study,” said Joanie Blamer, 
Interim Chief Executive Offi- 
cer at Northern Lakes Com- 
munity Mental Health 
Authority. “This is the pub- 
lic’s opportunity to hear the 
outcomes of the survey and 
study, and to learn about the 
findings and recommenda- 
tions. We invite all interested 
parties to attend.” 

“We are pleased to have the 
opportunity to partner with 
the two hospital systems in 
our region as we identify the 
strengths and shortcomings 
in access to behavioral health 
crisis services and treatment 
options. We look forward to 
continuing our collaboration 
as we expand and enhance 
the continuum of crisis serv- 
ices,” said Christine Geb- 
hard, Chief Executive Officer 
of North Country Commu- 
nity Mental Health Author- 
ity. 

Terri LaCroix-Kelty, Be- 
havioral Health Director, 
Munson Medical Center, 
said, “Behavioral health cri- 
sis is an issue that needs at- 
tention and response. It is a 
community health issue, and 
we are pleased to be working 
with our community part- 
ners to mitigate behavioral 
health crisis and then hope- 
fully to move upstream from 
there to better prevent cri- 
sis.” 

The twelve counties in- 
volved are: Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Crawford, Grand Traverse, 
Emmet, Kalkaska, Leelanau, 
Missaukee, Otsego, Roscom- 
mon, and Wexford.

Clingan explains that fami- 
lies receive $229.31 per month 
and the subsidy can be used 
at the family’s discretion, em- 
powering them to decide 
where it is needed most. 
Some use it for therapies, 
special dietary needs, respite 
care, or basic needs like rent 
or utilities or clothing. 

While educational eligibil- 
ity is ultimately determined 
by the Intermediate School 
District’s (ISD’s) Multidisci- 
plinary Evaluation Team 
(MET), it is the Michigan De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS) 
and the local Community 
Mental Health Services Pro- 
gram that are responsible for 
administering and imple- 
menting the Family Support 
Subsidy Act. 

According to Clingan, 
there are approximately 100 
children currently enrolled 
in the FSS program in North 
Country’s six counties. “In 
North Country’s service

On Monday, August 2, 2021, 
I took a misstep on a very 
dangerous section of the 
Charlevoix City Dock and fell 
into the water. This was a 
small triangle of water be- 
tween the dock and the sea- 
wall where the dock abruptly 
narrows with a metal protru- 
sion from the seawall. I hit 
my jaw on this protrusion 
and was knocked uncon- 
scious for about 15 seconds, 
chipping off a piece of my 
jaw bone. I also had a concus- 
sion. I cut my ear, neck, and 
legs on the splinters from the 
side of the dock. I was face 
down in the water. I lost my 
expensive prescription 
glasses. 

My daughter jumped in 
and pulled my head up out of 
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area, the average age is 12 
and the youngest enrollee is 
2,” she says. “A little over 
half (52%) also receive other 
Community Mental Health 
services and supports.” 
Families may be eligible 
for this program if they have 
a child under age 18 who has 
been recommended by a local 
or intermediate school dis- 
trict ISD) multidisciplinary 
evaluation team (MET) and 
given an eligibility category 
of cognitive impairment, se- 
vere multiple impairment, or 
autism spectrum disorder. 
The family’s taxable income 
may not exceed $60,000. 
Clingan says 70% of fami- 
lies receiving the subsidy in 
northern Michigan earn less 
than $19,000 per year and it 
makes a great deal of differ- 
ence to those who receive it. 
“One person we work with 
said they live check to check 
and many months the sub- 
sidy check arrives just in 
time to pay a bill to avoid 
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the water. Another man, who 
was a fireman from some- 
where, also jumped in and 
helped my daughter hold me 
up and raise me back on the 
dock. On the dock, two un- 
known men helped pull me 
out. An ambulance was 
called and I received 6 cat 
scans and a chest x ray and 
stitches and wound treat- 
ment at the hospital. My 
daughter received 7 stitches 
for cuts on her back and she 
also had numerous scratches 
on her arms and legs and 
feet. I had an addition ap- 
pointment with an ENT doc- 
tor on August 4, 2021 in 
Petoskey. 

I would like to thank the 
Good Samaritans who helped 
me at the time. I would like to 
thank Captain Josh of Sun- 


shut off to that service. It has 
also helped with clothing ex- 
penses. The parent shared 
that her son seems to out- 
grow everything as soon as 
he gets it, as many parents 
know.” 

A parent in Charlevoix 
County said, “The money we 
receive for our [two] children 
from the subsidy has helped 
us buy a vehicle. We now 
have safe transportation and 
we are so grateful!” 

A parent in Kalkaska 
County shared that, “There’s 
always some extra expense 
that seems to hit our house- 
hold each month and the sub- 
sidy has covered the 
surprises.” 

Referrals for the FSS pro- 
gram come to North Country 
from ISDs and MDHHS. 
North Country also out- 
reaches to the local public 
schools, Early On, Public 
Health agencies, physician 
offices, childcare centers, 
hospitals, and more. Individ-

shine Charters for his con- 
cern and Denny McDermott, 
Harbor Master for the City of 
Charlevoix, for his concern 
and prompt actions regard- 
ing this matter.
